Patherhood' was to Him the casen- 
tial basis of all brotherhood. The 
grentest commandment was to love 
God, and the second to love one’s 
nelghbour. He sought to bind 
men together, not by response to 
the herd instinct, but by a realisa- 
tion of the all-pervading love of 
God; not a brotherhood hound to- 
gether to oppose or defend, but 
held together by the attraction of 
a great Jove. “That they may be 
one’as we are one,” was His‘ con- 
stant prayer on behalf of His fol- 
lowers.

At the end of the year 1910 all the tinder for a big conflagration 
was lying around waiting for a'spark, but it was almost univer- 
ally considered that 2 general world war was “unthinkable ; 
There is great danger in that trame of mind, and the word itself 
has become suspect. It is the first word that springs to the 
lips when something is suggested that would be ‘too terrible to 
contemplate. In truth anything that is said to be “unthinkable 
must be something that someone is thinking. It isa sel{-con- 
tradition.” Again “A war with England,” snid a prominent Ad- 
miral, “is inevitable.” Another suspect word. Let us discard 
and confine our attention to the 
actual and the remediable. : 

The great difference between the outlook at the two dates we 
are comparing would appear to have bech that at the earlier date 
the dangers were present but were the cause of’ apprehension 
only to the few: to-day the dangers are patent to all, and are 
causing suspicions and even panics that only make them worse. 
The proper attitude of mind is evidently to look all the facts in 
the face, without suppression or mere vacuous optimism, but 
with the determination to-settle our problems and the conviction 
that nothing is cither unthinkable or inevitable. : ; 

To revert to the outbreak of American jingoism, which achiev- 
ed an enormous vote for naval construction, intended to overawe 
any opposition. It is true that the American Fleet has. been 
doubled, and that that equality has been recognised by treaty. 
The first check to the movement came when Mr. Baldwin an- 
nounced that “we are not going to build against the United 
States.” Although the Middle West still regards the idea of in- 
ternational organisation for the prevention of war as something 
wicked und menncing to their own claims, it has been made ob- 
vious that at the Naval Conference at London, at Geneva, and:in 
Washington under the guise of legislation to ensure “neutrality,” 
the two Governments have no difficulty in ‘working together for 
sanity and security. We may learn one leason of paramount im- 
portance. When a particular word or phrase has for any reason 
become so unpopular that its use is defeating the end in view, the 
end can often be secured by changing the formula. 

The source of all the troubles that are merely symptoms of the 
prevalent unrest is the unappeased. rivalry between France and 
Germany. However simple and sensible a: proposal may be, it 
is complicated by the question: “How will this affect the power 
of France to resist a German revanche?” In the very: hopeless- 
ness ofthe present situation'there may be the seed of wisdom. 


‘| for the answer now that the world has become sir-minded and all 


the big Powers have the plant to turn out planes faster than they 
can be destroyed, is that there is no such thing as immunity from 
attack.

HEN Cecil Rhodes” was

His Politics 


HROUGH his mother Kipling 
was related to the present 
Prime Minister, Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin, and to the Pre 
Raphaelite artist Burne-Jones, 
But no family connection’ could 
influence his ‘political views, 
which he had formed in the days 
hefore disaffection had poisoned 
the life of India, He — never 
adapted himself to the ways of 
the caucus orto the give and 
take of Parliament. As the pro- 
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phet of imperialism -he in of 
course the target of an cspecial- 
ly bitter detraction by the young 
erities of to-day who have put 
forward the scheme of handing 
over the Crown Colonics to the 
League of Nations after cutting 
the painter with the Dominions. 
They have not felt the impulse 
of his inspiration, which wns 
far from ignoble. Hoe despised 
“trade politica” altogether, and 
his: ideal was na firm champion- 
ship of the underdog through 
the use of British power and 
protection. All the modern 
withdrawala he regarded not an 
a gift of freedom but as the 
shirking of a duty. His affirma- 
tion of these views was apt to 
be surprisingly vigorous and 
shocking to polite ears. Once 
only o Conservative candidate 
for the constituency in) which 
he lived at Rottingdean got him 
fo apenk at an election meeting. 
Ila denunciation of Mr. Asquith 
and Sir Edward Grey was Ao 
atrong-blooded that the opposing 
candidate got a report of the 
specch printed and distributed, 
That was his last appearance on 
the platform. 


His Work 


HOUGH he only settled fn 
England in later life, he 


had that romantic love of the: 


very soil of England which ts 
the apecial mark of the exile. 
Resides the England that actunl- 
ly is, there has always been 
the England — that ves in 
the imagination of men 
of English blood who lve far 
away, and in the days when 
tranaport was much slower and 
more expensive the sentiment 
was much atronger than it fa 
now. Thousands of American 
tourists still visit the Old Coun- 
try to hunt up the places where 
their. ancestors lived and died, 
and it is quite: likely that, the 
halo is more visible to those 
who have no political assocta- 
tions that provoke critieism and 
self-assertion. The post-war 
phase ia one of self-depreclation, 
but nothing would be lesa sur- 
prising than a revival of the old 
confidence. It would be express- 
ed In a different way no doubt, 
and would be, “cultural rather 
than political. But if a new 
Kipling should arise who could

FOUR IMPORTANT 
POINTS IN PLAY 


(By Licut.-Col. H. M, BEASLEY) 


have received many queries 

that refer in many cases to 
important points in the play. 

Ench of these points is intercst- 
ing .and fs tho aubject of. much 
controversy, inasmuch as the 
Success of a rubber frequently 
depends on the particular views 
held by tho player as to the cor- 
rect’ procodure. 

A question Is raised by one per- 
son as to whether the declarer 
should play for a drop or a finesse 
when he holds the following 
edmbinatlon of cards :—

Here we have eight cards of 
the suit in’ the two combined 
hands and the problem is to catch 
the missing Queen. 

Should you finesse. or should 
you play for the. drop of the 
Queen? 

The anawer 
question {xs not simple and de- 
pends on a combination of three 
or more factors: 

(a) The probable position of the 
high cards and distribution 

- of suits. You will have 

gathered Information on 
these two points both from 
the bidding and the play. 
The second factor {8 the 
mathematical probabilities. 
The third fnctor {s-the sult 
and hand patterns (you may. 
find that both you and the 
dummy have freak hands). 
Fourthly, you may be forced 
to make your finesse in a de- 
finite direction either against 
Enst or West, as ft may be 
imperative. for you to make 
sure that one or the other 
does ot obtain the Iead. 

With regard to (a), you may 
obtain information as to which 
of your opponents holds the high 
cards if one has done all tho 
bidding and the other has remaln- 
ed more or less silent. 

Furthermore, during the course 
auf the play you may be able to ob- 
taln further Information from the 
fact at one (or both) of your op- 
ponents holds a certain number of 
cards in two sults and {s, there- 
fore, unlikely to hold three cards 
in the suit in which you are trying 
to find the position of the Queen. 

As regards (b), if you have no 
vther information to scuide you, 
the chances are that the missing

will be div.ded in’ the following 
manner:—3 and 2, 68 times tn.a 
hundred deals; 4 and 1, 27 times

In (c), if yours and dummy*‘s 
nands are of the freskish order 
it is possible that the opponenta’ 
hands will also be of the freaklsh 
order and you may look for an 
uneven distribution of the mfss- 
ing cards in’ your sult. 

Finally .(d), Sf it is Imperative 
chat one opponent should not bo 
given a chance of getting In again 
you are Hmited as to the direc. 
tion in which you wil) finesse. 


It is evident ‘that, before you 
van come to a decision as to 
whether you nre going to play for 
a drop or finesse, each one of 
these four factora must! be care- 
fully considered, and if you have 
nothing but mathematical probabi- 
lities, to guide you it is ‘clear that 
the missing five cards will pro- 
bably be divided 3 and 2 between 
the other two opponenta, 

You may lead the King, and if 
each of the opponents follows suit 
you have then climinated the 
enance of their being divided 5 
and 0. 

“It is possible, of course. that 
the Queen may be single and your 
troubles are then over, 

When' you lead a small one at 
the second trick, if West followa 
sult with a smal) card you sti)) 
do not know whether they are 
divided 4 and 1 or 3 and 2. 

There {a nothing to guide ‘you 
as to which way they are divided: 
the only factor which. would in- 
fluence me as to whether I play- 
ed forthe drop or the 4nesse 
would be this: 

If I would prefer the lead to 
come fron the opponent on my 
Jeft, Eust, I would finesse and 
run the risk of his holding the 
Queen single. 

On the other hand, if I did not 
wish the Iead to come from that 
particular quarter, 1 would play 
the Ace and hope to catch the 
Queen. 

These mathematical chances 
can serve x8 a general guide only 
and will be useful in cases where 
some other factor or some pre- 
cine. information: is Incking which 
might assist you in coming to a 
final deciajon as -to whit action 
you should take.
